This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment - After Non-Final 
Rejection, filed June 3, 2009. As filed, Claims 18, 19, 21, 22, 24, 31-36, 41, &42 are 
pending; of which, Claims 18, 19, 21, 22, 24, 31, & 33-35 are currently amended. 
Claims 1-17, 20, 23, 25-30, 37-40, & 43 are cancelled. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments with respect to Claims 1 8, 1 9, 21 , 22, 24, 31 , & 33-35 
have been fully considered and are entered. The 1 12-indefinite rejection of Claims 18 & 
1 9 has been withdrawn per amendment. The objections to Claims 1 8, 1 9, 21 , 22, 24, 
31 , & 33-35 are withdrawn per amendment. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1 8, 1 9, 21 , 22, 24, 31 -36, 41 , & 42 are allowed and are now renumbered 
as Claims 1-13.
